City Attorney Henry Busch 
outlined the legal procedure for 
the council. The council discussea 
the extended boundaries at length 
and discussed two other alterna- 
tives: Going all the way to the 
county line, or gcing only as far 
north as Thirteenth street. 

As the city supplies water to 
residents and businesses on Foot- 
hill, they have: already agreed 
that whether or not the proposed 
annexation would go to Sixteenth 
street would depend on Dewey 
Cable, owner of the airport and 
probably the largest single prop- 
erty owner in the area concerned. 
Mayor Eugene Nisbet said that | 
Upland would be happy to have 
the airport within its limits.

The question of widening Sixth 
avenue came before thé city 
council last night, with City Man- 
ager R. G. Manley estimating the 
cost of the project at $4,000, half 
to be borne by the city and half 
by the property owners. 

Opposition to the widening 
drew fire from Councilman Paul 
Hottel, who declared that it was 
too narrow for traffic safety and 
that if the residents didn’t wish 
to go along with the city, it will 
probably be necessary to pro- 
hibit . parking on the street or;

William Bergman, 268 Sixth 
avenue, told the council that he 
would prefer the widening to no- 
parking signs. The council rec- 
ognized that considerable mis- 
understanding existed and a new 
petition is being drawn up fcr 
the property owners involved ex- 
plaining the situation. ° 

City Attorney Henry Busch 
said that action necessary to 
remedy the present situation was 
clearly within the jurisdiction of 
the city council. Councilman Hot- 
tel added that a widened street 
would enhance the property val- 
ues while making it a one-way 
or no-parking street would have 
the opposite affect.

claring privately: 

“There will be no turning back 
in this fight.”

Earlier Judge Goldsborough 
took what was described as an 
“unusual” step to speed up the 
court appeal of John L. Lewis 
and his United Mine workers 
from a contempt of court con- 
viction. 

The jurist, who fined the UMW 
chief and the union for contempt, 
signed an order permitting the 
original record of the contempt 
proceedings to be used in laying 
the case before the next higher 
tribunal—the circuit court of ap- 
peals. Lewis and the UMW filed 
notite of an appeal yesterday. 

The transfer of the original 
record was described at the dis- 
trict court clerk’s office as “un- 
usual.” Copies cf the record or- 
dinarily are transmitted to the 
appellate court. 

Examination of the cleyk’s rec- 
ords' showed that the union had 
deposited as surety one $1,000,000 
registered treasury bond; 160 
treasury coupon bonds of $10,000 
each, and nine other treasury 
certificates of $100,000 denomina- 
tion each. 

The denominations of the cash 
bills submitted by Lewis’ at 
torneys were not disclosed.

In a recent novel, “The Great Promise”, by Noel Hous- 
ton, there is a challenging line. The story is based on the 
land rush and the new towns when a certain section of 
our country was first opened for settlers and homestead- 
ers during the early years of this country.

In that hardy group of adventurers 
was a young woman who was always 
harking back to her days and _ exper- 
iences in the cities of the East, such as 
Baltimore, Washington, New York, and 
ethers. One day the hotel manager said 
to her, “There is no such thing as YES- 
TERDAY in this counrty. What you are 
today—that’s all that matters. This is a new country and 
it begins every morning.” 

How fine it would be if everyone could 
morning and say to himself, “This is today and I must live 
it aright, because there is no yesterday for me”. The fact 
is that all of our yesterdays are gone and only today is 
here. The varied experiences of past failures, disappoint- 
ments, losses or sorrows, whether in the matter of money 
or in friendships—all belong to the yesterdays of our lives 
and are gone, for today is here and an endless tomorrow. 
We should live then in the spirit of not repeating the things 
that brought sorrow and refuse to live again the regret- 
ted yesterdays. To my friends, young or older, I say: 

Harbour no regrets; keep your chin ‘up; today is 

today, and the morrow will soon be upon us. 
No well-balanced mind longs for childhood days again. 
There were pleasant experiences, of course, but no one in 
his right mind would long for those trying days of the be- 
ginning of the school or the task of winning our place in 
the gang of the neighbourhood, or even the tights in which 
we accounted ourselves as victors. We may retell some 
of these experiences with a modest degree of boasting? 
but they are back of us and are gone. We face the com- 
ing day as men, and the new day is given to us for ser- 
vice, for kindly deeds, for progress and for happiness. In 
this life we life there are no yesterdays, for all are today or 
the morrow.
